my Epiſtle. The fruits gathered from moſt excellent 
ſouldiers, alſo from the beſt writers in Europe, hoping

Likewiſe the Gene- 
rall being confirmed in his degree, ſhould bee pleaſanf, 
gentle, and cheerefall to them that will come to him, 
gladlie and willing fo recompence the valiant and gov, 
both with the liberalitie of the purſle, and dignitie of of- 

fice, and with ſharpe puniſhment to puniſh the flouth- 
full, malefactoꝛs, and offendoꝛs. Alſo he ought not in eue⸗ 
rie place and to euerie man ſhowe himſelfe ſo benigne 
and gentle, leaſt he happen to be deſpiſed, neither ſo pꝛoud 
and ſtoute that he moue other to beare him hatred.

taine greater things, bearing themſelues valiantlie in 
fight, when they knowe that in little things the liberali⸗ 
tie of the Generall commeth of the pꝛoper benignitie of 
his owne minde. Jt is neceſlarie that the Generall with 
his warrelike counſaile doe deliberate vpon euerie mat⸗ 
ter, x they being partakers of the counſailes are ſ woꝛne 
in time and place to tell their iudgements, the which to⸗ 
gether with him of euerie thing onght to debate, foꝛſo⸗ 
much as all thoſe things not ante man of himſelfe hath 
found: he maie alone by ſtudie with himſelfe examine, 
but he ought not ſtraightwaies to appꝛoue and confirme 
it, foʒ that our thoughts and tounſailes as a thing, vnta 
the which we haue a naturall affection, if of others faiths 
full counſaile it be not holpen, eaſilie jt mate beguile vs, 
and manie times it is found full of ei cours, contrariwiſe 
thoſe things that by iudgement and opinion of others be 
app2oued,doe aſſure the minde and keepe things ſtable 
and ſure. Notwithſfanding no man ought ſo little to truſt 
to himſelfe that alwaies he be of opinion weake 4 donbt- 
full, noꝛ of himſcife ſo much to pꝛeſume that he thinke 
other cannot finde counſaile better then his: foꝛ Þ it ſhall 
be neccffaric that he which is alwaies ſubiec to the 
counſaile of others,bauing altogether diſtruſt of himſelf, 
came to thaunge infinif things wherby in weightie mat- 
ters both hurt # incommoditie doth follow, as likewiſe he 
mult needs either alwaies o2 oftentimes commit erroꝛ, 
that not hearing the aduiſe of other, euerie thing doth at⸗ 
tribute to himſelfe alone. The Generall ſhall often and 
bnloked is; reſozt bnto the Capiaines tents and places

— the entire and full autho⸗ itie of the office 
of a Generall, is to haue a regard, that iuſtice beare as 
great ſwaie in his armie as in anie the beſt oꝛdered citie 
that can be. And therfoꝛe he muſt pꝛouide Juffices ſuf⸗ 
ficientlie pꝛactiſed and ſtudied, that they maie be able to 
ſ& what iuſtice wil afoꝛd in euerie caſe, al waies pꝛoui⸗ 
ded, notwithſtanding that the lawes of armes ber not 
bꝛoken, then the caſe vnderſtod, let them decide the mat- 
ter, and giue ſentence bꝛieflie. Foz in the campe they are 
bound to obſerue nothing but that which the Captaine 
Generall ſhall appoint, and that which naturall reaſon 
ſhall chieflie allowe of, admitting herein the Canons of 
the holic lawe of Chꝛiſtendome, to which all the god 
ſouldiers, as euerie faithfull Chꝛiſtian is bounde to be 
obedient vnto. ert the maiſter of a campe hath to ap⸗ 
point an Agozzino, Arcaldo, 02a Pꝛoueſt, who be- 
fides that hee muſt be well ſcene in his Art, muſt 
haue regard that he entertaine a conuenient retinue 
of aſliſtauntes and amongeſt the reſt a Pzefo2 oꝛ mai⸗ 
ſter of iuſtice.

He muſt fozbid all ſouldiers except Sergrants 
who in diuers cauſes ought to haue their weapons a- 
bout them to reſtrict all others of what ſoꝛt ſo euer, by 
that meanes to pꝛeuent thoſe theftes and murthers 
Which are commonlie committed in ſuch places of men 
giuen to the ſpoile , He mult cauſe by all meanes 
poſſible all pꝛiuie mutinies fo be abandoned, and all 
pꝛiuie grudges and enmities fo be foꝛgotten, du⸗ 
ring the time of warre, which otherwiſe will b2ing 
greate hurt to the campe, conſidering that manie doe

And as this care muſk be had, ſo thoſe 
things as leite neceſſarte mate be left to be ſould, as the 
buier and the ſeiler can agree, as houſeholde ſtuffe, ſad⸗ 
dles, and all other kurniture fo2 hozſe , ſpiceries, wea- 
pons, and ſuch merchandtes, Alſo he muſt with greate 
counſaile and deliberation beſtow the lodgings, as nerf 
the trenches to beſtowe the artilerie, and other muniti- 
ons, and the oꝛdinarie viduals giuing charge that none 
come neere the pouder with ante fire, neither gonner noz 
other ſouldier. He ſhall alligne the quarters of p campe, 
to eue rie companie his ſeuerall charge of the artilerie, 
which mult be kept vnoccupied foꝛ what neede ſo euer 
there ſhall be, appointing watch and ward continuallie, 
and that verie ſtrong, whereby the ſouldiers maie ber 
the better conueied at pleaſure, and the frontes the rea⸗ 
dier ta be defended againſt the enimie . There muſt by 
him be appointed as it were a ſtreate foꝛ merchaunts, 
ſafe foꝛ themſelfes, and commodious ſoꝛ all the campe. 
Then muſt there in euerie quarter be appointed places 
of caſe as fo2 their owne vſe, and likewiſe foꝛ killing and 
d2eſſing catteil foꝛ fœde, that by this meanes their lodg⸗ 
ings mate be kept cleane and the infection of the aire a⸗ 
uoided foꝛ the benefit of health.

the which are the halfe of the number. Theſe hargu⸗ 
buſiers being deuided into 4. parts, muſt be in euerie 
flanke 20 o. placing 4. in ranke euerie waie, the billes, 
Enſignes placed in the midſt of the Croſſe, are 200. and 
the whole number of pikes, are 800, the which are to 
be plated on euerie quarter of the bils 200. placing 14.

Hot withſtan⸗ 
ding, the countfie: of tyine enimies, thou ſhalt ſuſter thy 
ſoulgiers openlit tu deſtraie, burne, and cunſinne, bicauſe 
by thewearth of victuals and lacke of moneie, warres are 
wont to diminiſh, and be ertinguiſhed: and contrariwiſe 
thꝛough abundante and riſhes they are nouriſhed and 
mainteined, but firſt befoze- thou ſuffer thine enimies 
toumtrie to be deſtroied, thou ſhouldſt giue aduite to thine 
enimien, thꝛeatning them what thou wilt doe, if they 
will not perld vnto ther: foꝛ that the perill of the miles 
rie pzepared; and the feare of ruine loked foz , ofttimes 
conſtraines men to graunt manie things, the which at 
the firſt by no manner of meancs had bene poſſible; ta 
hãue vꝛought them to paſſe, bat after the y haue once re 
teiued the hurt, they will make little account of the, x 
deſpiſe all other things as though thou couldeſt doe them 
no moze harme. Albeit if thou knoweſt ſurelie that in 
the countrie ol thin enimies thou mut tarrie long with 
thine armie, ſuffer to be taken and ſpoiled thoſe things 
onklie which thou ſeeſt not to be greatlie p2ofifable vn⸗ 
to thee : but the lame which is to be thought maie bee 
pꝛeſerued foꝛ thy commoditie, commaund openlie to thy 
ſouldiers that they foꝛbeare. Hauing made readie and ſet 
in ozder thy men, tarrie not long in thine owne coun- 
trie, noꝛ pet in thy confederates, leaſt that conſuming 
al thy pꝛouiſion, it ſeeme not that thou art of greater hurt 
to thy kriends then to thine enimies, but rather conduct 
quicklio thine armie intd thine aduerfaries countrte, 
whereby it be fertile and abundant, there mate be taken 
at thy need molt plenteouſtie thoſs things that thou . liſt, 
but if if be otherwiſe thou ſhalf cauſe tobe knowne, 
that thou ſ&keſt to pꝛouide moſt louinglie both fo2 the 
wealth and p2ofit of thy kriends.
